mo rning,

partm ent, the gas was believ ed 
to hav e ex plo ded while 100 men 
o f the night shift were at wo rk.

day in Bu tts 11 and 12. So me o f 
the v ictims in Bu tt 11 apparent­ 
ly had died fro m po iso no u s gas­ 
es which fo llo wed the blast.

was increased ho u rly as fu rther 
v ictims repo rted at 
ho spitals.

faithlessness. 
lie is, pre-ern - 


inently , the villian in the A m erican story . 
Yet, prior to the tim e he turn e d tra itor, A r­ 
nold ha d served the A m erican cause faithfully 
an d well. 
He had repeated ly display ed the ut­ 
m ost personal b ravery on the field of b attle ; the 
fa c t tha t the a tta c k on Q ueb ec failed w as in no 
way due to any fa ult of his, for he d istinguished 
him self on tha t occasion b y his darin g, skillful 
leadership. 
A t S aratoga, A rnold again did the cause of 
independence a great service. 
In the thick of 
the fighting, he led his troops in a n irresistib le 
rush, finally falling, seriously w ounded. 
A nd 
right the re is w here fa te did him a b ad turn . 
If B enedict A rnold’s w ound a t S aratoga had 
b een fa ta l — if he ha d died on the field of b attle 
■—he would b e 
en shrin ed today as one 
of our 
greatest heroes. 
T he nam e, B enedict A rnold, in ­ 
stead of b eing a sy m b ol of treachery , w ould sta n d 
for all tha t w as b rave and honorab le. 
His d e­ 
scen d an ts 
would glory In the n am e of A rnold; 
the re would b e sta tue s to, him , an d the history 
b ooks would link his n am e w ith the n am es o i 
othe r R evolutionary celeb rities. 
It has often b een said tha t L incoln died a t 
the right tim e, as fa r as his own re puta tion w as 
concerned. 
He w as a t the very sum m it of his 
fam e. 
T he Civil W ar had b een won, an d the old 
an tagon ism s had b een forgotten . 
H ad he lived 
a few y ears longer he would have b een plunged 
in to the ha tre d s an d b ittern ess of the re c on struc ­ 
tion period;

tial wind.

that seven persons were known 
to be dead and 150 in hospitals, 
but it was feared1 that the total 
would prove to be larger, and 
the number of gassed 
persons 


was increased hourly: as further 
victims reported at 
hospitals. 


Often the effects of phosgene 
gas are not felt fully for twenty 
four hours. 


During 
the forenoon 
rain 


started, and a wind came up 
from the east. The gas, moving 
solidly, drifted toward an unin- 
habited heath west of the city, 
and the danger was diminished. 


The tank of phosgene gas was 


being driven through the street 
when it exploded. The danger- 
ous gas slowly seeped through 
the air. 


Hundreds saw the catastrophe 


and immediately started fleeing 
their homes, shouting of the 
danger as they ran. Some were 
overcome before they could get j 
away. 
I 


The cloud of gas hung almost 


stationary over the suburb and 
resisted the attack that troops 
and police made on it with am'- 
monia guns. Finally, however, 
the gas fighters were able to 
force the cloud to the ground 
across the Hofe Canal. 


Several fishermen were over- 


come. They were in their boats 
in the- canal and the noxious 
fumes blanketed them. Most of 
these fishermen were rescued. 


The danger still was consider- 


ed grave, even though the~major 
portion of the gas has been sent 
out of the city. 


A sudden wind was likely to 


blow the gas any direction. 
Through the night the streets of 
Vebbeland and 
Wilhelmsburg 


were crowded by residents who 
feared to retire, because the 
gas might be blown back into 
their homes. 
i 


All available ambulances have 


teen, sent into the region. The 
most endangered districts have 
been ordered evacuated while 
police hope to isolate those dis- 
tricts that now seem to be im- 
perilled. 


Officials of the company that 


owned the gas, after hours of 
silence, said tl\at -it was destined 
for industrial work. The gas 
had been stored for seven years, 
it was said, and during that 
time small quanties- of it had 
been sold, some to United States 
dye companies.

been fatal — if he had died on the field of battle

greatest heroes. The name, Benedict Arnold, in- 
stead of being a symbol of treachery, would stand 
for all that was brave and honorable. His de- 
scendants would glory in the name of Arnold; 
there would be statues to, him, and. the history 
books would link his name with the names, of 
other Revolutionary celebrities. 


It has often been said that Lincoln died at 


the right time, as far as his own reputation was 
concerned. 
He was at the very summit of his 


fame. The Civil War had been won, and the old 
antagonisms had been forgotten. 
Had he lived 


a few years longer he would have been plunged 
into the hatreds and bitterness of the reconstruc- 
tion period; . doubtless he' would have acquired 
many enmities and suffered greatly in popularity.

Indianapolis, IrMl., May 21— 


Inquiries recently reaching the 
divisio.i of geology, state conser- 
vation department, indicate an 
awakened interest in the possi- 
bilities of oil in the old produc- 
ing field of Jasper county. 


This field, says Dr. W. N. Lo- 


gan, state geologist, lies in be- 
tween Gifford and • Medaryville. 
Drilling was confined to parts 
of fourteen sections. 


Statistics show that between 


300 and 400 shallow wells have 
been drilled ranging from 90 to 
110 feet 
deep, and 
a heavy 


asphaltic oi! produced. 
Some 


years ago a small" refinery with 
a daily capacity of 300 barrels 
was established 
at Asphaltum. 


Oil produced could be trans- 
ported through pipes to the re- 
finery in the warm months, but 
since it solidified at 7 degrees F. 
it has to be transported in tanks 
•during the colder months. ' 
v Interest at the present time 
seems to be concerned with the 
possibilities of obtaining pro- 
duction in that region from 
deeper oil horizons. The trenton 
limestone which contains 
the 


principal oil-bearing sand of the 
eastern portion of Indiana may 
be reached at a depth of 800 to 
,900 feet below the New Albany 
shale. Some oil has been produ- 
ced from this horizon in the 
northern par^ of Jasper county. 
Indications of oil have also been 
found in some of the sands lying 
below the Trenton, according to 
Dr. 
Logan, but 
commercial 


quanties of oil have not 'been 
from these horizons in Indiana.

While these sprays may be used 
for table decoration by placing 
them in , bowls, they are best 
suited for use carelessly thrust 
into a crystal bowl or jar and 
placed against a back ground of 
rich black velvet or perhaps a 
vivid Batik.
